He estim a ted about 110,000 em ­ 
ployers will be using the payroll 
withholding system a t the start. 
They will get up to two per cent 
for their collection work. dc{>end- 
ing on the size of their total pa y­ 
rolls. 


To set up the new system , the 
legisla ture ga ve the R evenue De­ 
partm ent 
an 
em ergency appro­ 
priation of $48 ,720 for the rest of 
this fisca l year. Morris ha s re­ 
quested $300,000 for his incom e ta x 
unit for next yea r. 


He estim a ted 60 additional em ­ 
ployes would be needed when the 
new system ii. the full operation, 
m ost of them clerica l workers. 


The withholding system w a s a 
key part of the governor’s tightly 
figured budget. There w a s stiff 
opposition to it in the legisla ture 
a t first but adm inistration pres­ 
sure pushed the bill through.
